> QUESTION STATEMENT 


The Anglo- American Treaty has been Made to 
Appoint Joint Commission to Consider the 
Boundaries and Fisheries Fifficulties BGet- 
ween Canada and United States---Washington 


Insists Story is True. 


London, April 9—The statement 
cabled from Washington that it is of- 
ficially admitted there that an Anglo- 
American treaty had been made, pro- 
viding for the appointment of «a 
joint commisqion. to . consider the 
boundaries and fisheries questions 
between the United States and Can- 
ada, has caused much su? prise in of- 
ficial circles here. The. foreign ef- 
fice officials say they have no advice 
trom Ambassador Bryce that any such 
arrangement has been reached. In 
fact, eo far ag known here, the for- 
mal negotiations have not yet been 
opened, although there has been con- 
siderable discussion of the various 
questions outetanding between the 
United States and Canada. 

; Washington End of It. 

Washington, April 9—It is stated 
here that probably lack of advice upon 
recent developments in the exchanges 
that have occurred between America 
and Great Britain, relative to the 
settlement, of the questions between 


the United States and Canada, ac- 
counts for the statement from Lon- 
don to-day that formal negotiations 
have not yet been opened. 

While the agreement reached is not 
quite “as comprehensive as at first 
Gupposéd, it is now authoritatively 
stated that negotiations have been 
formally conducted with the result 
of reaching a basis for a treaty that 
shall provide means of settlement for 
all questions relating to the fresh 
water fisheries and control of the in- 
ternational waters and streams. 

The regulation of navigation of the 
St. John river, being ctherwise pro- 
vided for in an act passed at the last 
session of congress, will be treated 
by a commission to be appointed for 
the purpose, but it is said there is 
no occasion for hastening the matter. 
The remaining open issues between 
Canada and the United States are, it 
is repeated, under discussion with 
prospects of conventional arrangement 
by the time congress re-assembles.

Board of Trade Will Use This 
Amount in its Work 
This Year. 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
Edmonton Board of Trade was held 
yesterday afternoon in the City Coun- 
cil chamber. There was a good at- 
tendance of members. The chair was 
occupied by the president, Wm. Short. 

After the reading of minutes and 
other routine business the communi- 
cations were taken up. 

Senator T. O. Davis wrote asking 
the endorsation of the Board to his 
resolution before the House of Com- 
mons asking for the appointment to 
the Railway Commission of a tgle- 
phone and telegraph expert to have 
control over all lines in Canada. 

A committee composed of Messrs. 
Jackson, Stockand and Col. Edwards 
was appointed to look into the ques- 
tion and take action. 

A request fram the Montreal Board 
of Trade asking endorsstion of the 
principle of mutual preferential trade 
with Great Britain was complied with. 

The letter of the Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ Association with reference 
to the objection to the eight hour 
clause in the labor bill now before

Mr Doucett submitted the report of 
the Transportation Committee on the, 
draft of the Terms and Conditions of 
Carriage by Railways, which is now 
under consideration by the Railwa7 
Commission. The committee in a 
cordance with the request of the

A large 
number of cases. were: secured to 
strengthen the demands of the Ship- 
pers and Jobbers Association in the 
railway law that permitted the C. P.

A committee, composed of the coun- 
cil of the Board, was appointed to 
present any matters the Board wished 
to take up, at the meeting next June 
of the Associated Boards of Trade of 
Western Canada. 

This committee will report at the 
next regular monthly meeting to be 
held the first instead of the second 
Tuesday in May.

He declared there were only two clas- 
ses of desirable immigrants for Cui:- 
ada, and these were British and 
French or Belgian. He condemned 
Salvation Army scheme of bring- 
the class of Britishers they did, 
further claimed that not enough 
money was being spent to encourage 
immigration from France.

The threatened strike in the 
coal mines of the west will be avert- 
ed. The strike now on at Spring 
Hill mines, Nova Scotia, is being 
settled in the same way by the new 
Labor Act.

It now appears that he went to spend 
a last night in his shack and was 
there frozen to death. The body was 
frozen stiff and had remained there, 
it ia supposed, some four months.

THOUSANDS MUST 
DIE IN ANY CASE 


Famine Stricken China in Sore 
Straits---Missionaries May 
Also Feel Pinch. 


Toronto, April 9—Rev. Dr. Somer- 
ville, interim treasurer of the Pres- 
byterian Church in Canada, has re- 
ceived a letter from D, McGillivray, 
Shanghai, regarding the Chinese fe 
inine, in which he ‘says: “Many 
thanks for enclosure for the famine 
relief. I at once forwarded it to the 
committee here, who are co-operating 
with missionaries in the stricken 


New York, April 9.—One more day 
and the concluding chapter of the trial 
of Harry K. Thaw for the murder of 
Stanford White will have been writ- 
ten into history. With an oratorical 
appeal to both the written and the 
unwritten law for the justification cf 
his client, Delphin M. Delmas, the 
Californian attorney, concluded his 
exhaustive summing up address to 
the jury this afternoon. When the 
court convenes to-morrow at 11.30, 
one hour later than usual, District 
Attorney Jerome will go before the 
jury, and in three or four hours’ ad- 
dress, is expected to make a plea 
which will be accounted one of the 
best efforts of his life. Justice Fits- 
gerald would nt Ray 4o-dav.. whether 
ér not he would charge the jury di- 
rectly following the district attorney's 
opening remarks, but the general im- 
pression i» that he will do so. In 
that event there seems but little doubt 
but that the case will be turned over 
t' the ju.y by to-morrow evening. 

With the exception of the moments 
when he was reading from testimony, 
Mr. Delmas’ speech to-day was one 
of sustained oratorical effort. He 
threw about the form of Harry Thaw 
the cloak of chivalrous knighthood. 
“Why,” he said, “should we, who 
admire the chivalry of the knights 
of the middle ages, who went about 
redressing wrongs and rescuing maid- 
ens in distress, withhold our sym- 
pathy from this brave man. 

Bitterly the attorney again assaul 
ed Stanford White. He declared 
White sought to play with the girl, 
so long as her beauty remained, and 
then would have thrown her away 
like a dirty rag, to float.down life's 
pathway, and be buried in potters’ 
field. Again he eaid: “Harry Thaw 
had snatched the girl from the old 
wretch who saw in her but a toy to 
gratify a moment’s lust, and then 
to cast aside, to start her on her way 
down the path of the fallen woman.” 

With dramatic emphasis Mr. Del- 
mas cried out that when Harry Thaw 
beheld Stanford White on the Madi- 
son Square roof-garden, the story of 
his wife’s wrongs overcame him. He 


“Reports are not exaggerated, thou- 
sands must die in any case. 

“We greatly fear the missionaries 
will not stand+the strain much longer. 

“It ia too terrible to listen to,” they 
say, “with the cries of the starving 
night and day ringing in their ears 

“They need our prayers as much ax 
the Chinese.” 

In all $9,535.71 has been forwarded 
through the Presbyterian offices to- 
ward the relief of the famine suffer- 
ers. As yet no direct appeal has beer 
made. Money is lisbursed by the 
misisunaries in the field.

few months that the people are atir- 
over the prestige and: utility of 
House of Commons, There does 
not seem to be any desire to uproot 
the Lords as an estate of the realm.

It is true that if the Lords reject 
some important legislation sent up 
from the Lower House such as the 
recent education bill, the ministry 
may resign and hold an election, but 
as the matter stands today the Lib- 
eral party are just fresh from the 
polls and the Liberal Premier can- 
tificate of two elections before he can 
redeem his promises and execute the 
policy of his party. 

The real interest in the problem to- 
day is not whether the Lords will be 
reformed or not, but what tactics will 
the Liberal party leaders and atates- 
men adopt in the conflict. There is 
here room for the play of all resource, 
courage and skill in parliamentary 
tactics that has distinguished the 
long and illustrious line of English 
reformers. Meanwhile it remaina to 
be seen if the English Liberals of the 
present day possess the stamina and 
energy to force the issue and final- 
ly dispose of it. In the end it will be 
settled by a general election. But 
before the appeal to the people is 
made the Liberal Administration must 
do many things. it must as Win- 
ston Churchill says pass a couple of 
good Radical Budgeta; educate the 
electorate on the constitutional  is- 
sues involved, and bring all pro- 
gressive agencies into line against 
their formidable rival. The battle 
against the Lords must be first fought 
on the floor of parliament. In this 
battle the resources of the popula: 
chamber are very great. However 
the issue is to be settled the people 
of Great Britain do not wish to see 
the question settled by subterfuge or 
trickery. That would merely shelve 
the issue. It must be solved by the 
best and most dignified way befit- 
ting the traditions of parliamentary 
reform in the hqme of free parlia- 
ments.

JUDICIAL BODIES AND THEIR 
CRITICS. 
(Ottawa Free Press.) 

Mr. Borden and Mr. Foster are sore- 
ly diapleased with the Insurance 
Commiasion and took the opportunity 
offered by Mr. Bourassa to explain 
to the House and the country how ag- 
gravating is their soreness and how 
great their displeasure. The Com- 
mission they assured the House was 
an inquisition, prying persistently in- 
to what certain gentlemen were pleas- 
ed to consider their private affairs, 
hauling these gentlemen before them, 
asking questions both direct and per- 
sonal and even declining to permit 
the investigation to be baulked, de- 
flected, impeded or parried by the 
baffling and blockading manoeuvres 
of a corps of legal strategists. 

In other words the Commission had 
investigated—asa they were appointed 
to do-—and had refused to be prevent- 
ed_ from. {nyeptigating, by the tactics 
of legal advisors employed for “the 
purpose of preventing an investiga- 
tion. Instead, they had followed the 
trail of the insurance funds regard- 
less of whither the trail had led—and 
had not turned from the track when 
they found it leading to the financial 
concerns of certain prominent mem- 
bers o tthe Conservative party. And 
beyond this the Commission had even 
pursued the meanderings of the money 
through the successive syndicates 
who became its custodians, posses- 
sors, beneficiaries or disposers, and 
had not concealed the fact that 
these syndicates included certain gen- 
tlemen who sit in the House of Com- 
mons. For this the Commission ‘s 
held up for censure and condemna- 
tion by the member for North Tor- 
onto and by his leader—and of course 
to whatever of credit or discredit cr 
discredit may be contained in a per- 
sonal assault from Mr. Bennett of 
Feat Simege. 

After all, thia is about what might 
have heen expected, considering that 
the Commission was appointed to 
discharge a judicial duty and that it 
did discharge that duty, and the Con 
missioners may console themselves 
with the fact that they are neither 
the firat nor the only, nor ere they 
likely to be the last, judicial body to 
be made the object of the unmeasur- 
ed condemnation of those with whose 
affuire it is the duty of such bodies to 
deal. Indeed it cannot be denied that 
there is in Canada « certain element 
who would view with complacency, 
and even with gratification the aboli- 
tion of all judicial bodies and the de 
struction of certain special judicial 
bodies whose duties are confined to

In its 
legislative capacity the House ot 
Lords has never been the instrament 
of tyranny, and in the past has in- 
variably stood for liberty against the 


The great political inconvenience of 
the Upper House is that it is tov

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lar class of offence. 

But is the condemnation of such 
classes considere? «nod reason for 
the abolition of judicial bedies, of 
good evidence that they have im- 
properly used their offices? On the 
contrary is it not the best possible 
reason why these bodies should be 
maintained and the best possible evi- 
dence that they are tulfilling the 
purpose of their existence? If there 
is antagonism in the community to- 
ward such bodies, if there is hostil- 
ity towards their isembers, dissatia- 
faction with their methods and still 
more with their doings, and if this 
dissatisfaction is found only among 
those whose conduct has brought 
them under judicial examination is 
this to be construed as a sign that 
the judicial machinery should be abol- 
ished of discredited? On the other 
hand is it not just because there is 
one certain element in society whose 
aims run counter to the welfare of 
society that such machinery is creat- 
ed and maintained. 

The police court is not a universal- 
ly popular institution, but is that 
considered a sufficient reason for its 
abolition? On the contrary, it is 
commonly held that when the magie- 
trate is not unpopular in some quar- 
ters the time is ripe for an investiga- 
tion. Where is the judge who has not 
incurred the most decided disapprov- 
al of certain members of the com- 
munity whose conduct it has been 
his duty to review? Did a jury ever 
decide a case without arousing dis- 
satisfaction on the part of someone? 
The Parliamentary Committee invea- 
tigating the alleged lumber combine 
is notoriously unpopular with certain 
British Columbia mill-owners, and its 
members and methods have been re- 
ferred to in language quite as strong 
as Mr. Foster is likely to apply to the 
Insurance Commission. Is this to be 
construed as a sign either that there 
was no cause for enquiry or that the 
enquiry is being unfairly conducted? 
Not one of the four Conservative mem- 
bers of the committee has suggested 
changing the membership of alter- 
ing the methods because of the hos- 
tility of the millmen. 

The Insurance Commission was in- 
stituted to make enquiry into the con- 
duct of insurance business in Cana- 
da, regardless of whither that enquiry 
might lead and of whom it might in- 
volve. The interest of the public in 
the proper administration of insur- 
ance affairs is anterior to the inter- 
est any individual may have acquir- 
ed or may acquire by reason of ac- 
tions inconsistent with such admin- 
istration. If Mr. Foster found him- 
self censured by the Commission for 
such conduct he has only himself to 
thank, and in assailing the Commis- 
sion for censuring his conduct he only 
emphasizes the fact that that body 
discharged its duty to the people of 
Canada whose interests it represent- 
ed.

Rev. A. M. MacDonald, pastor of 
the Third street Baptist Church, creat- 
ed something like a sensation at the 
meeting of the city council last night, 
when he made an impassioned ap- 
peal to the council to ignore the com- 
munications from the Prince Arthur 
and Yale Cofes, asking that their ap- 
plications for restaurant licenses be 
not opposed. His address was loud- 
ly applauded ty the gallery of specte- 
tors. 

The Applications. 

Both the Prince Arthur and the 
Yale Cafes, through their solicitors, 
addressed letters to the council ask- 
ing that their applications to the 
license commissioners for restaurant 
licenses be not opposed. These two 
communications were received a week 
ago and were laid on the table until 
last night. The cimmunications both 
cited the fact that there was a dearth 
in the city of accommodation for both 
travellers and homeless residents, and 
to conduct a restaurant successfully, 
a license permitting the serving of 
liquor when ordered with meals was 
desirable. According to the License 
Act, no restaurant license could be 
granted by the license commissioners 
if a protest were. made by the coun- 
cil in the municipality in which the 
application was made. Last year 
the applications of R. B. Crosn, of 
the Alberta Cafe, and another res- 
taurant proprietor, were blocked by
